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Bishop 
announces 


appeal for 
schools

ALCALA PARK — A diocesan-wide ap- 
peal to stress the “critical needs” of Catholic 
schools in San Diego and Imperial counties 
will be observed in November with a finan- 
cial appeal planned at Masses Nov. 25-26, 
Bishop Leo T. Maher has announced in a 
Statement. 

The funds are expected to be used for 
tuition assistance, enrollment enlistment, 
teacher salaries and advancement, including 
advanced studies, and modernization and 
renovation of schools’ facilities. 

Bishop Maher said the students of 
Catholic schools “consistently achieve test 
results far above the national averages and 
83 percent go onto colleges and universities. 

. Our schools are indeed worthy invest- 
ments with proven dividends, and they truly 
represent a legacy to be nurtured.” 

Ron Nash, the recently announced 
development director for the diocese’s 
Catholic schools, and a steering committee 
of pastors, educators and lay leaders will 
coordinate the appeal. 

“I’m not sure the people of the diocese are 
aware of the financial condition of our 
schools,” Nash said. “They are barely scrap- 
ing by,” and most operate with low teacher 
salaries and with maintenance expenses 
coming out of the operating budget. 

“The per pupil cost is not coming from 
tuition,” which accounts for 75 percent of the 
schools’ income, Nash said. The remainder 
of the income comes from gifts (10 percent), 
from Bingo and other fund-raisers (8 per- 
cent) and from large parish subsidies (7 per-~ 
cent), he added. 

And, of the 10,000 students in Catholic 
elementary schools, 30 percent come from 
neighboring parishes that don’t have 
schools, he related. This appeal will give 
parishioners in parishes without schools — 
as well as those with them — an opportunity 
to support Catholic education, Nash stated. 

Donors can select a particular school, a 
restricted program or unrestricted needs to 
benefit from their contributions, which can 
be made at one time or in pledges. 

“Parish schools are doing a nice job but 
they are alone. They need our help,” Nash 
said. 

The following is the text of Bishop 
Maher’s statement: 

“At the Sept. 20, Presbyteral Council 
meeting, three years of planning for a major 
development effort on behalf of the Catholic 
schools in our diocese was brought to com- 
pletion.

SAN DIEGO — With the decrease in 
vocations, the role of the laity has become 
vital. Recognizing this fact, the Jesuit Volun- 
teer Corps offers men and women an oppor- 
tunity to work full-time in the areas of justice 
and peace. 

The program was started in 1956 through 
the Jesuit Sisters of St. Anne-Eskimo-Indian 
community at Holy Cross Missionin Alaska. 
The program is now administered by five 
regional offices which place about 400 
volunteers in social service organizations 
each year throughout the United States. 

Volunteers spend one year of service to the 
poor, which includes living and working 
among the homeless, the unemployed, 
refugees, people with AIDS, the elderly, 
street youth, abused women and children 
and the developmentally disabled.

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Abortion 
rhetoric gets 
more intense 


WASHINGTON — If the Supreme Court didn’t 
finish with the abortion issue last July, neither did right- 
to-lifers or abortion rights advocates, including 
Catholics. 

On July 3, the high court upheld a Missouri abortion 
restriction law, in Webster vs. Reproductive Health 
Services Inc. But it stopped short of overturning Roe vs. 
Wade, the 1973 court decision legalizing abortion 
nationwide. 

And when the justices on July 3 also accepted three 
new abortion cases for their 1989-90 term, they 


guaranteed that numerous friend-of-the-court briefs 
would start filling shelves in the court’s document room. 


The cases the court will hear this term are Turnock 
vs. Ragsdale, involving three Illinois statutes regulating 
abortion clinic activities; and two cases, Ohio vs. Akron 
Center for Reproductive Health and Hodgson vs. 
Minnesota, involving parental notification of teen-age 
daughters’ abortions. 

The Minnesota law was upheld by the St. Louis-based 
8th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 1988. The law 
demanded that 48 hours before having an abortion a 
pregnant girl under age 18 should provide written notice 
to both parents — even in cases of parental divorce or 
separation, although she could alternatively get court 
approval for the abortion. Allowing girls to avoid 
informing parents by going to court instead is dubbed a 
“judicial bypass.”’ 

Ohio’s law, struck down by the Cincinnati-based 6th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 1988, required 
24-hour notice to a parent or guardian, or use of a 
judicial bypass, before a minor could obtain an 
abortion, unless she had already produced written 
parental consent for the procedure. 

As in the Webster dispute, groups of Catholics got 
involved on both sides of the issue. 

The U.S. bishops, through the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, filed briefs backing the state abortion 
restrictions. In the Illinois case, the bishops’ conference 
said the Supreme Court ‘‘must reconsider its abortion 
jurisprudence and the collapsing foundation on which it 
is based.’’ 

Support for the parental notice laws came from the 
Knights of Columbus, who argued in a friend-of-the 
court brief that parental rights and authority were at 
stake. 

They argued that ‘‘neither the importance nor the 
urgency of a girl’s pregnancy supports the notion that 
parents should be kept in ignorance of it.”’ 

Catholics United for Life, a Kentucky-based 
organization, joined Episcopalians, Orthodox 
Christians and others in urging that Roe vs. Wade be 
overturned and in defending the Illinois statutes. 

In defending the Illinois abortion clinic restrictions, 
Catholics United for Life emphasized the personhood of 
the unborn and urged that Roe vs. Wade be overturned. 

“In Roe vs. Wade, this court erroneously held that 
unborn children are not ‘persons’ with rights under the 
14th Amendment to the U.S. Constitution, and that the 
14th Amendment includes a right to abortion,’’ 
Catholics United for Life wrote. ‘“This court should now 
repudiate the exclusion of unborn children from 
constitutional protection and overrule Roe vs. Wade.”’ 

The 14th Amendment says states may not abridge 
privileges of citizens ‘‘nor ... deprive any person of life, 
liberty or property, without due process of law, nor deny 
to any person within its jurisdiction the equal protection 
of laws.”’ 

On the opposite side of the abortion fence was the 
brief from Catholics for a Free Choice, a Washington- 
based group which opposes church teaching on 
abortion. It also cited the Constitution — the First 
Amendment — in its argument. 

The First Amendment declares that ‘‘Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establishment of religion or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof.”’ 

The Ohio, Minnesota and Illinois laws ‘‘are 
uaconstitutional under both the establishment and free 
exercise clauses’’ of that amendment, Catholics for a 
Free Choice stated. ‘‘Clearly, a woman’s religious 

‘beliefs often play a major role in shaping her views about 
abortion,’’ the Catholics for a Free Choice brief said. 

“When a state creates significant obstacles to 
abortion, it effectively establishes one view on abortion, 
and unduly burdens the free exercise of religious 
conscience by those holding other views,’’ the brief said. 
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Why we pray ‘Our Father’ 


Many Catholics are not at all sure why Catholic 
Church leaders so often speak out on political and social 
issues. Things like foreign policy, economics, civil 
rights, the arms race — problems that often involve 
political controversy. 

Frequently you hear comments like, ‘‘Why don’t they 
stick to religion and leave these other problems to the 
experts? Why not let the military take care of defense, let 
our elected political leaders make the laws, let 
businessmen run the economy?”’ 

Every time the bishops issue a statement on any 
subject those who disagree are almost sure to say this 
topic is none of the Church’s business — that the bishop 
shouldn’t even deal with the problem. ‘‘It violates the 
principle of separation of church and state,’’ people 
often say. 

But clearly the bishops — who believe strongly in 
separation of church and state — also believe they have 
not only a right but an obligation to both speak out, and 
to act, on certain social and political problems. What’s 
more, they keep telling us we all have a responsibility, as 
Catholics to get involved in these same issues. Why? 

One way to understand the connection between 
Catholic faith and political activity is to think about the 
first two words in the prayer we most often use — the 
Our Father which Jesus himself taught us. 

When we address God as ‘‘our Father’’ we not only 
acknowledge how close we are to God, we also 
acknowledge how closely related we are to each other. 

There’s a big difference between praying “‘my 
Father’’ and praying ‘‘our Father.’’ When we pray 
‘our Father’’ we’re recognizing that my father is also 
your father. We’re confessing, whether consciously or 
not, that the whole human race has a single creator. And 
that means we’re all brothers and sisters, members of a 
single human family. 

In a real sense the whole social doctrine of the Church 
is contained in those first two words of the Our Father. 
The words which follow remind us of its implications. 
We don’t ask for ‘‘my daily bread,’’ we ask for ‘‘our 
daily bread.’’ We don’t ask that we as individuals be 
made safe and secure, we ask that God’s will be done on

On Sept. 22, the Los Angeles Times carried an article 
entitled, ‘‘Court Rules for Mother, Calls Frozen 
Embryos People.”’ 

We need to give careful moral critique to this 
landmark case and decision, as well as the way the 
decision is being interpreted. 

First: On Sept. 21, Circuit Court Judge W. Dale 
Young of Tennessee awarded custody of seven frozen 
embryos to Mary Sue Davis, who is presently 28 years 
old. 

Second: Judge Young’s 57-page decision rejected Mr. 
Davis’ argument that the embryos are property, and 
concluded that the implantation ‘‘serves the best 
interests of these children.”’ 

Third: The moral ramifications of this judicial 
judgment are rather clear: i.e., the decision sustains the 
belief that human life is created when an ovum (egg) is 
fertilized. 

In other words, human life begins at the moment of 
conception. 

The moral question that needs careful examination is 
thus: Is an embryo to be considered as human; and/or is 
it to be considered a human person? 

(1) The 1974 ‘‘Declaration on Abortion’’ of the 
Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith 
makes a clear distinction between a being that is human 
and a being that is a person. 

It is possible, as we all know, to surface numerous 
philosophical issues regarding ‘‘individual human life’ 
that is  ‘‘personal human life.’” These discussions

earth, just is it is in heaven where God is completely in 
charge. 2 
This sense of human connection is what the word 
solidarity, so often used by Pope John Paul, is all about. 
Solidarity at bottom means that if you’re hungry, I’m 
hungry. It means that if you’re homeless, I’m homeless. 
If you’re sick, I’m sick. If you’re in jail, I’m in jail. And 
it also means that if you’re happy, I’m happy. 

The Church gets involved in social and political issues 
because people are directly affected by the specific laws 
which are passed, the way taxes are spent, the way 
public institutions are administered. 

Any of us who were subject to a law making it illegal 
to be a Catholic, or which penalized our children for 
attending Catholic school, would certainly think that law 
should be changed. If one of our brothers or sisters were 
affected we’d feel the same way. 

But when we pray ‘‘Our Father’’ we’ve accepted the 
fact that every victim of injustice and neglect is one of 
God’s children — and therefore one of our brothers and 
sisters. Once you’ve accepted that reality it’s only 
natural to want to do something about injustice, whether 
it affects you directly or not. And in our times often the 
only way to deal with injustice is to become involved in 
political activity. 

The Church doesn’t get involved in dealing with 
things like poverty and racim simply our of duty. It does 
so because that’s the only realistic thing to do. How can 
anyone look at the pain or humiliation of relatives and 
say, ‘‘Their problems are none of our business. We 
don’t have to get involved.”’ 

When we pray ‘‘Our Father’? we make the whole 
human race into a single family. And family members 
do whatever thay have to to take care of each other.

questionwhen precisely in the process of human growth 
can we assert that a ‘‘person’”’ is present. 

In light of this conversation, it needs to be reasserted 
here that the judicial judgement in this case is correct: 
i.e., that from the moment of conception a human 
process has begun and this process is sacred and 
inviolable; or, in other words, human life is present as 
soon as an ovum is fertilized. 

(2) This case helps to affirm all the more clearly the 
truth spoken in the 1987 ‘‘Instructions on Respect for 
Human Life...’’ of the Congregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith. 

Part II of this document stresses the moral and ethical 
necessity that human procreation take place within 
marriage. 

Although Judge Young’s decision does not want to 
regard the frozen embryos as “‘property’’ the decision de 
facto implies that the frozen embryos are human beings 
“‘owned”’ by the mother. 

The church’s teaching of 1987 is so important here: 
‘*The child has the right to be conceived, carried in the 
womb, brought into the world and brought up within 
marriage...’’ (II:a,1).

finds higher 


value of life

SAN DIEGO — Jesuit volunteer Maggie 
Puchalla’s first six weeks of service as house 
manager at Josue House, a diocesan- 
operated home for people with AIDS, has 
taught her to value life and people more than 
possessions and “to live each day to the 
fullest,” she told Southern Cross. 

The 22-year-old graduate and English 
major from Holy Cross College, Worcester, 
Mass., is one of five members of the Jesuit 
Volunteer Corps (JVC) living in Southeast 
San Diego and serving in various local min- 
istries (see related story, page 3). 

~ Puchalla said she volunteered at Josue 
House for one year and is considering ex- 
tending this service for a second year. 

She described some of her responsibilities 
at the home: keeping medical records for the 
residents, coordinating their appointments 
with physicians and visiting nurses and 
counselors, assigning their chores and 
providing “spiritual and emotional support 
when they need it.” 

She assured one very ill resident who had 
just been discharged from a hospital with a 
diagnosis of AIDS that this illness was not a 
punishment for being homosexual, that “it 
was Okay to be angry and confused, that he 
wasn’t alone; there was hope for him; and 
most importantly that he was with people 
who loved him and were going to care for 
him ... and that God takes care,” she related 
with empathy. 

The fast-talking volunteer said it is a 
“challenge to assess the needs of the resi- 
dents and keep the focus on ... living with 
AIDS, not dying from AIDS. Life is a gift; 
the focus is one day at a time.” 

Puchalla said she used to consider AIDS a 


- “horrible disease” and had no previous inter- 


action with people with AIDS before begin- 
ning her work at Josue House Aug. 31. 

Now “I don’t think of them as carriers of 
a disease” but as people with dignity and 
deserving of respect, she said.

Puchalla decided to join the JVC during 
her junior year at college on the recommen- 
dation of her cousin who had taught as a 
Jesuit volunteer in a Catholic high school in 
California. 

She believes that lay volunteerism “gives 
us a chance to put our faith into action. We 
work and live with people that most need the 
church’s help.” Today Jesus “would be with 
the homeless and with people with AIDS,” 
she said. 

Sister Fay Hagen, CSJ, Josue House direc- 
tor, praised Puchalla’s sympathy, “initiative, 
sense of humor and love and respect for the 
residents.” 

Mark Ferrara, a resident, said “there 
should be more people like Maggie working 
in houses for AIDS patients. ... She is easy to 
talk to and gives us advice. Her service 
(here) has made a great deal of difference.” 


Vocation directors urged to 
‘get on fire’ about vocations

BALTIMORE — “We need to get on fire 
again’ about vocations, Father Edward 
Griswold, executive director of the National 
Conference of Diocesan Vocation Directors, 
told a national gathering of vocation direc- 
tors in Baltimore. 

Aneed to revive enthusiasm for religious 
vocations was one of the major concems of 
the 200 vocations directors from the United 
States, Canada and Guam, mostly priests, 


who met Sept. 30-Oct. 6 at Baltimore’s — 


Omni International Hotel. 

They also discussed problems of recruit- 
ment, priestly identity, the general public’s 
view of priests today and the religious for- 
mation of women. 

Father Griswold said that despite 
widespread concer over the decline of 
vocations to the priesthood and religious 
life, the numbers today may be “more 
realistic” than they were in the unusual peak 
years of the 1950s and 1960s, the years often 
cited in comparisons. 

The most dramatic drop has occurred 
among women Religious. From 1969 to 
1989 the number of sisters has declined by 
38 percent, from 167,167 to 104,419, ac- 
cording to figures in The Official Catholic 
Directory, an annual publication listing data 


from every U.S. diocese. 

The number of diocesan and religious 
priests dropped 11 percent, from 59,620 in 
1969 to 52,948 in 1989. 

Over the past two decades the number of 
brothers also dropped dramatically -- a 41 
percent decline, from 11,755 to 6,977. But 
in terms of sheer numbers and impact on the 
life of the church, the loss of 5,000 brothers 
did not compare with the loss of nearly 
63,000 nuns. 

Discussions during the vocations con- 
ference highlighted changes in the work and 
approach of vocation directors over the past 
20 years. 

They are now concerned with recruiting 
permanent deacons, who were not a factor in 
church ministry 20 years ago but number 
more than 9,000 today. They also work now 
in developing lay ministries and recruiting 
candidates willing to make a commitment of 
one or two years to church ministries. 

Father Griswold said people’s perceptions 
of priests and Religious are a major obstacle 
to vocation recruitment. 

“T believe that there’s still a mentality out 
there that Religious are something other than 
human,” he said. “It’s a problem. You just 
can’t run workshops on it.” 

Another significant concern is a shortage 
of vocations in the Hispanic, African- 
American and Asian communities.

volunteers are college graduates (although 
anyone 21 and older can apply) and have 
some experience with communal living, she 
explained.

It is 
composed of different people with different 
backgrounds, talents and expectations. The 
community is encouraged to meet regularly 
and reflect upon social issues and person 
concems.

again. 

“It’s a great opportunity to meet people. 
I’ve lowered my expectations and am more 
giving and open with people I don’t know,” 
said Lee. 

The JVC organization also offers five 
workshops throughout the volunteer year 
which serve to promote and enhance com- 
munity-building. Area directors are also in 
contact with the volunteers on a regular basis. 


In addition to community and simple 
living, the JVC also strives to insull the 
values of spirituality and social justice. 
Volunteers have the opportunity to explore 
their faith while working for social justice. 

“Once you’ve experienced living simply, 
you’re ‘ruined for life’ as we call it. You can’t 
see life as you did before. You become more 
aware of injustice and your perspective chan- 
ges,” said Bourguignon. 


“She said that the JVC may not be for 
everyone but that there are other ways of 
getting involved — wniting letters to the local 
and state governments, becoming active in 
political campaigns, educating others and

Fr. Langille says in conjunction with 
Vocations Awareness Week, Oct. 15-21

‘I am the vine, and you are the 
branches.”’ 

The familiar words of Christ to his 
apostles reflect the basis for the annual 
Vocations Awareness Week, which began 
on Sunday, Oct. 15 and ends Oct. 21. 
The annual observance is sponsored by 
the U.S. bishops’ Committee on 
Vocations. 

‘‘Most people think of vocation in 
terms of the ordained or vowed person,”’ 
said Father Justin Langille, vocations 
director for the diocese. But each person, 
through Baptism, is called to a vocation 
within the church, he added. _ 

‘‘Bach. vocation flows out of 
giftedness,’’ Father Langille said. ‘‘Some 
vocations are more public than others, 
but none is better. ... The church is trying 
to change the impression that vocation is 
dominated by vowed or ordained life.”’ 

“‘We need more awareness of that 
among our young people,’’ said Sister 
John Marie Williamson of the Daughters 
of St. Paul. ‘‘A lot of them don’t realize 
God is calling everybody.”’ 

Besides helping to run the St. Paul 
Book and Media Center, Sister John 
Marie’s duties include typical vocation 
outreach for her community. She and her 
sisters visit high schools and work with 
religious education programs not only 
throughout Southern California but

across Arizona, Nevada and parts of New 
Mexico. She also answers letters of 
inquiry from girls and mails out 
information about the community. 
“‘Girls can come visit the community, 
too,”’ she said. ‘“That’s really a good way 
to experience what the sisters do.”’ 
Similarly, Father Sharbel Ewen, OSB, 
vocations director at Prince of Peace 
Abbey Benedictine Monastery in 


. Oceanside, encourages men interested in 


monastic life to visit several times at the 
abbey. : 

Father Ewen said many people have 
misconceptions about how monks live. 
‘“Most people think we live like hermits 
and don’t stay in touch with the world. 
They think we live without TV or 
newspapers.’’ That’s not true, he said. 
“We try to live in the world, but not for 
the world.”’ 

The role of those who have accepted a 
religious vocation in society is, in a broad 
sense, to be vibrant examples of people 
living out Christian values, said Sister 
Ann O’Shaughnessy, who teaches at Our 
Lady of Grace School in El Cajon. 

“Tf different values of society are being 
played down,’’ she said, ‘‘then 
communities should be there to boost up 
those values and support those who need 
help.”’ 

The Catholic Church in the United 
States, especially, can claim new success 
with vocations being realized by the laity

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Navy duty helped three seminarians’ formation

ALCALA PARK — Three St. Francis 
seminarians agreed that previous 
experience in the United States Navy has 
helped in their formation process for the 
priesthood. 

Paul Guy, Paul Bauer and Bill Kernan, 
who all served in the Navy, are now 
serving the church and God. 

Kernan, who spent seven years in the 
Navy, said he became conscious of the 
call to the priesthood as a freshman in 
high school. He entered the seminary for 
one year but decided to obtain a college 
degree before finishing his seminarian 
studies. 

However, Kernan said after he 
graduated from college, he realized he 
was not ready to go back to the seminary 
because he ‘‘thought there was a 
‘secondary vocation’ to see.”’ 

That ‘secondary vocation’ was the 
Navy through which he obtained a 
lieutenant’s rank. His naval experience 
was ‘‘a very important part of my priestly 
formation. It gave me the opportunity to 
develop leadership traits which will be 
very handy given the role of priests 
today,’’ said Kernan. 

It was in the Navy, he said, that he 
learned self-discipline and gained the 
strength to go back to the seminary. At

since Vatican II, said Father Langille. 

Traditionally, the church notes four 
very broad vocation lifestyles: married, 
committed single, Religious and priestly, 
with myriad ways anyone can use his or 
her gifts within one of the four, he said. 

Much has been written about a 
present-day ‘‘crisis’’ in the church 
because of a decline in _ religious 
vocations. But Father Langille refutes 
that description. 

‘Some people think the church has 
failed,’’ he said. ‘‘What we have really is 
a success story, not a failure by any 
means, because of the increased 
involvement of the laity in ministry’’ in 
this country, he said. ‘‘People in the 
United States are more free to see a 
united church. Certainly we need more 
laity to be involved, but we’re on our 
way.” 

“‘Everybody is called through Baptism 
to be involved in the church,’’ Sister 
O’Shaughnessy said. ‘‘Everybody has 
that inherent right. The lack of numbers 
in the priesthood is not sufficient reason 
to think that more laity should be 
involved in ministry.” 

Father Langille noted, too, that 
throughout church history, “it’s been the 
lay people who have sacrificed to renew 
the church, and from that have come new 
religious orders.”’

his last naval appointment in the Persian 
Gulf, Kernan served as a lay Eucharistic 
minister to his fellow shipmates. 

Kernan also appreciated the fact that 
‘‘you’re thrust into a monastic setting. 
It’s very structured — the ship is a self- 
contained unit.”’ 


people who, for the most part, have had 
experience with some type of lay ministry 
already and are in their late 20s, Father 
Langille said. 

Within the San Diego diocese, people 
have exposure to numerous kinds of lay 
ministry and almost every type of 
religious community, including sisters, 
cloistered and not, priests involved in 
parish and social work, monks devoted to 
the missions of their abbey and 
permanent deacons, who may be married 
or single. 

For some, the decision to join a 
religious community seems inevitable — 
‘a deep calling from childhood,’’ as 
Father Ewen describes it. Others claim 
the way was not so clear until later in life. 

Deacon Tom Maher of St. Mary’s 
parish in Escondido said he did not know 
the diaconate existed for lay men when his 
daughter first suggested it to him. Even as 
he went. through his four years of

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Unlike Kernan, Bauer only spent five 
months in the Navy but found the “‘all for 
one’’ experience beneficial. Bauer left the 
Navy Chaplaincy program because he 
could not go from an enlisted rank to an 
officer’s rank which the Navy Chaplaincy 
program offered. 


During his brief service, Bauer said 
that he became more self-confident and 
was eventually put in a_ leadership 
position. ‘‘My experience and age helped 
me reach out as a big brother to those who 
were floundering,”’ he said. 

Before he entered the Navy, Bauer 
received his Masters of Divinity degree. 
Bauer told Southern Cross he would like to 
serve as a diocesan priest and also receive 
certification in Clinical Pastoral 
Education to be a hospital chaplain. 

Guy, a native San Diegan, joined the 
Navy in 1984 after he finished high school. 
He too, heard the call to the priesthood in 
high school but, at that time, did not want 
to be a priest. Guy told Southern Cross that 
he ‘‘grew up”’ while in the Navy. ““My 
priorities changed,”’ he said. 

While in the Navy, Guy met the 
chaplain at the Naval Hospital Camp 
Pendleton. ‘‘I got to know him and began 
to see that he was a person. I began to 
generalize that priests are people and that 
maybe I can do this as well.”’ 

Guy is involved in youth ministry and 
special education but said he would like to 
become involved in prison ministry. 
Regardless of what type of ministry he 
becomes involved with, Guy said he 
would like ‘to emphasize a_ scholarly 
approach to the faith — ‘‘to bring 
substance to a parish community but not 
overlook individual needs.”’

instruction and formation, Deacon 


Maher said he doubted his ability to fulfill - 


the duties of a deacon. 


“T prayed that the Lord would do 
something to take me out of the program 
if it wasn’t right,’’ he said. ‘“The Lord 
didn’t get rid of me.”’

St. Francis 
Seminary is dedicated to being the good 
soil in which the seeds of a potential 
vocation to the priesthood may be 
nurtured and mature. 

The program at St. Francis Seminary 
strives to have a positive impact on every 


aspect of the seminarian’s life: 
intellectual, spiritual, physical and 
emotional. 


The seminary faculty is committed to 
the growth of each seminarian as a human 
person, as a Christian disciple and as a 
potential priest. The seminary faculty 
members are well aware of their position 
as role models for the seminarians. 

Before entering St.’ Francis Seminary, 
interested candidates work with Father 
Justin Langille, diocesan vocations 
director, for as long as a year in some 
cases. 

The application process includes letters 
of recommendation, psychological testing 
and interviews with members of the 
Seminary Admissions Board. This Board 
is composed of several pastors, a 
Religious woman, a lay person, and the 
rector and vocations director. 

In the past, many students entered the 
seminary immediately after graduation 
from high school. However, in recent 
years applicants to St. Francis Seminary 
have already done some or even all their 
college level studies. 

In any case, upon entering St. Francis 
Seminary, the academic emphasis is on 
philosophy and religious studies. The 


study of Spanish and psychology are 
likewise considered extremely important 
for the seminarian.

Serra International is the only lay 
organization with a specific papal 
aggregation to foster vocations to the 
priesthood and religious life. 

It has two basic objectives: First, to 
promote vocations to the ministerial 
priesthood of the Catholic Church as a 
particular vocation to service and to

Today, there are 543 Serra clubs in 30 
countries with a membership of 15,812 
lay men, women and permanent deacons.

WASHINGTON — Calling the 
increased use of the death penalty a 
“frightening reality,’’ Cardinal Joseph L. 
Bernardin of Chicago has urged a U.S. 
Senate committee to reject a bill that would 
reinstate the death penalty at a federal level. 

‘‘We believe human life is so precious 
that the state should not take the life of any 
person, even one who has taken another 
life,’’ Cardinal Bernardin said. 

‘‘Society must send a message that we 
can break the cycle of violence, that we need 
not take life for life.”’ 

The cardinal, chairman of the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee for Pro-Life 
Activities, provided testimony Sept. 28 to 
the Senate Judiciary Committee in a 
written statement released Oct. 10. 


Dissident priest’s split 
from church hardening 


WASHINGTON — Father George A. 
Stallings’ split with the Catholic Chruch 
apeared to be hardening further by mid- 
October. 

A fellow black priest working since July 
to mediate the conflict said Oct. 11 that 
Father Stallings ‘“‘has ignored all our 
communication.” 

In the meantime, Father Stallings 
celebrated a first liturgy Sept. 30 of his new 
Kuji Temple in Norfolk, Va., the first 
branch church of the Imani Temple 
African American Catholic Congregation 
that he established in Washington in June. 


Baltimore celebrates 
U.S. Catholicism 


BALTIMORE — The focus of U.S. 
Catholicism’s bicentennial this year has 
been mainly in Baltimore, the first diocese 
established in the United States on Nov. 6, 
1789. 

To commemorate the 200th anniversary 
of the naming of John Carroll as the first 
U.S. bishop, numerous Catholic 
organizations chose Baltimore to host their 
national meetings this year, including the 
Knights of Columbus, Unda-USA, the 
Catholic Press Association, National 
Engaged Encounter, the National 
Conference of Vocation Directors and the 
National Council for Catholic 
Evangelization. 

But none may be more impressive than 
the string of bicentennial activities 
surrounding the November meeting of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops.

Thousands march to 
aid homeless people 
WASHINGTON — Tens of 


thousands of marchers, from parish 
council members to Hollywood stars to 
the homeless, descended on Washington 
Oct. 7 to demand affordable housing and 
an end to homelessness.

NEW YORK — “‘Breaking In,’’ is a 
buddy caper movie with some refreshing 
twists — no violence, no excessive 
profanity and no car chases. And if this 
sounds to good to be true, you’ll be floored 
to discover that it stars Burt Reynolds, who 
plays against type asa grey-haired, low-key 
career thief. 

In a delightful departure on all counts, 
the film follows the nutty exploits of Ernie 
(Reynolds), a professional safecracker, 
and Mike (Casey Siemaszko), Ernie’s 
naive protege. When the two men meet 
accidentally on the job — young, lonely 
Mike rotates tires for a living but enjoys 
breaking into houses to raid their 
refrigerators — Ernie takes Mike under 
his wing and teaches him the tricks of the 


Book portrays importance 


Ten Masses by Vincent G. Dethier; 
Alba House, 2187 Victory Blvd.,

Since the Last Supper, the Mass has 
been the central sacrifice — literally the 
life blood — of the Catholic Church. 
Unfortunately, many of us have, at one 
time or other, taken this great gift for 
granted, treating it almost in a cavalier 
way. Mass attendance has suffered 
because something ‘‘more important’’ 
came along. 

Vincent G. Dethier seems not to have 
fallen victim to that frequent temptation. 
He has a keen sense of the value of the 
Mass — not only its spiritual value, but 
its historical and cultural value as well. In 
this short book, he shares those values 
with us. 

The book is subtitled ‘‘Impressions,”’ 
and it is just that. Dethier discusses 10 
important Masses in his life. They range 
in time from 1922 to 1987, and occured in 
many places. And the impressions they 
left remain vivid. 

His first account commemorates an 
occasion that will be familiar to many 
Catholic men. This was the momentous

“Breaking In’’ has a ring of truth that is 
refreshing and entertaining.

to many — that which belonged in 
museums, along with the other dinosaurs 
of ages past. One had to actively search 
for a Catholic church.

This is a lovely book for reading and 
reflection. As we take this journey, we can 
think of our own experiences at Mass. We 
can think of Masses past, Masses present, 
and perhaps look ahead to future Masses.

What is a parent to do? 


My mother is OK, but my father is 
very overprotective. What can I do to 
change him? (Washington, D.C.) 


I would suggest, first, that you try to 
have a talk with your father about what 
you can do to earn his trust so that he will 
not feel such a need to be overprotective. 

Second, it may help in your present 
situation to consider the complexity of 
overprotectionism and underprotection- 
ism. To do so, please listen to the following 
true story that spans two decades in the lives 
of a fatherand son. 


In the late 1960s the trendy thing for 
some was to be rebellious, smoke pot and 
get into other drugs and maybe leave 
home. 

In those long ago days, Jeff had many 
arguments with his generous and loving 
parents. He began to ingest various drugs 
when he was a high school senior. His 
grades were low. And he couldn’t get a 
job that would pay enough to send him 
through state college near his home. 

So he drifted, drank and did drugs. His 
father had to make him leave home 
because he was stashing marijuana in his 
bedroom. There was danger for his 
younger brothers and sisters. 


Jeff moved into a dreary house with 
some other guys and went from one low- 
paying job to another. For a while he 
lived with a girl, but that went nowhere 
too. The drinking increased and finally 
became obsessive. 


Fast forward. 

Jeff just celebrated his 32nd birthday. 
But he worked 10 hours as he does seven 
days a week. His bills keep accumulating, 
and he must work constantly to pay his 
mounting debts. 


He has struggled to better himself, but 
without much success. He has no money 
saved, no health insurance, no pension 
and no prospects of a better income. 

Jeff’s life now is hard and sad — and he 
is an alcoholic who is not in the process of 
recovery. 


Late on the evening of Jeff’s birthday, 
a friend took him out to dinner for a 
celebration. Near the end of the meal, Jeff 
began to reminisce and to speculate about 
the future. 

““‘My dad was very kind. He tried to 
reason with me and show me what I was 
doing wrong. He tried to steer me on a 
good course. But I think that was the 
wrong approach. 

“If I ever have any kids and they start 
getting into drugs, I’m going to be real 
tough. I won’t mess around with my 
kids.”’ 

So who’s right, Jeff or his dad? Or 
could it make him worse? Is kindness and 
reasoning the best answer, as Jeff’s dad 
believed? If so, why did Jeff get messed 
up? 

What’s a parent to do anyway? Why is 
it so difficult to steer a good middle course 
between being over- and _ under- 
protective? 

Do you begin to see the complexities of 
being mom and dad? And might 
sympathy for perplexed parents lead you 
to grin and bear what seems to you to be 
overprotectionism? 

Or is your dad really overprotective? Is 
there another side to the question?

Quake hits 
as bishops 
meet in 
San Diego

SAN DIEGO — The California 
bishops meeting in San Diego Oct. 17-18 
joined Pope John Paul II in expressing 
their prayers and concern for the victims 
of the Oct. 17 earthquake in Northern 
California. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher, the host bishop, 
read the bishops’ statement at a press 
conference Oct. 18 following the 
meeting’s conclusion. 

“‘To the families who have lost their 
beloved, we express our deepest 
sympathy and continued prayers. We ask 
everyone to join us in our outreach to our 
brothers and sisters who are burdened 
with this heavy tragedy.”’ 

Archbishop John Quinn of San 
Francisco received a telegram in San 
Diego from the pope who said he ‘‘joins 
the population in their suffering and 
offers special prayers to God for San 
Francisco and (the) surrounding areas.”’ 

Bishop John Cummins of Oakland was 
to report on the bishops’ meeting at the 
press conference as president of the 
California Catholic Conference but he 
along with Archbishop Quinn, Bishop 
Pierre DuMaine of San José and Bishop 
Thaddeus Shubsda of Monterey left early 
to be with their people in their 
earthquaked-ravaged dioceses. 

Because of jammed phone lines, reports 
of damage to Catholic institutions and 
church-owned buildings were slowly 
being received. 

Bishop Maher reported at the press

conference that the tower of the Oakland 
cathedral was leaning, and the road in 
front of the church was closed for fear the 
tower would topple. 

But it was related that Bishop 
Cummins left early because he was 
concerned with the loss of life and the 
suffering of people in his diocese. The 
upper span of the two-tier I-880 that 
collapsed on the lower span during rush 
hour killing some 250 persons is close to 
Bishop Cummins’s residence. 

Archbishop Quinn told Catholic News 
Service via telephone as he waited at the

San Diego airport Oct. 18 in his effort to 
get a flight back home, ‘‘My sentiments 
are full of anguish and anxiety because 
I’m so far away and I haven’t been able to 
get back.”’ 

“‘T want to get back to be with my 
priests, nuns and people,’’ he said. ‘‘My 
first action when I get back is to be 
present with the people who are 
suffering.” 

Meanwhile at the Oct. 18 press 
conference, Bishop Maher and Jesuit 
Father William Wood, executive director 
of the California Catholic Conference, 


announced that the state’s bishops 
decided at the meeting to form a 
committee to foster educational programs 
on the facts about abortion and the laws 
governing abortions as well as 
formulating a legislative agenda to protect 
the unborn. 

Bishop Maher announced that the 
bishops were re-releasing their September 
1985 statement on capital punishment, 
“A Call to Discipleship.’’
